Chemical P.A.’s Looking for Increase 


Production, New Orders for 4th Quarter, 
But Mideast Turmoil Clouds Predictions 


This report based nationwide survey 
chemical A.’s conducted the Chemical 


Buyers Group the National Association 
Purchasing Agents. 


Production and new orders will rise the 
fourth quarter, and inventories will hold their 
own, predict chemical purchasing agents. 

But there’s big cloud the crystal ball—the 
possibility war. With the Mideast crisis 
mind, the purchasers are keeping their eyes 
the turbulent situation. 

There are two general reactions possible 
future national emergency: 

gradual improvement business can 
-expected during the balance this year and 1959 
—provided war similar emergency does not 
develop. 

Should the situation get worse the Mid- 
east, rapid rise production defense-neces- 
sary items could develop and even nothing 
serious takes place, there should moderate 
rise output for defense purposes. 

Added the disagreement whether busi- 
ness would good bad the Mideast situa- 
tion deteriorates into war the future, the P.A.’s 
also seem odds the present effects the 
landings Lebanon. 

One buyer says that the increased business 
notes for the third quarter has little with 
the Mideast. Rather, feels, the rise demand 
for his products seems stem from the general 
upswing the economy. 

But another argues that the foreign war pic- 
ture appears have caused increase activity, 
especially industries connected with produc- 
tion materials for national defense. 

Regardless variance opinion the like- 
lihood national emergency, purchasers agree 
that business its way now, and will im- 
prove even further during the fourth quarter. 

For instance, seven out ten buyers see in- 
crease production during October-December. 
Sixty-five percent see improvement new or- 
ders. 

the inventory position, there wider area 
disagreement. Sixty percent see inventories 
holding unchanged for the rest the year. High- 


stocks are predicted percent, and per- 
cent hope for reduction. 

Why does future chemical business look good? 
One theory that there good activity build- 


ing and real estate general. 


This indication that people may get- 
ting ready haul some their accumulated sav- 
ings out the banks. Just the mere fact that they 
are willing get some money circulation could 
account for increases production and new or- 
ders. 

Another theory that September forward 
should show definite improvement production, 
sales, and orders—because the recent plague 
extreme caution and uncertainty will give way 
realization another economic fact: Creeping 
inflation. 

result, new orders should reflect this phil- 
osophy and encourage slow, gradual upsurge. 

But some P.A.’s take exception the “creeping 
inflation” argument. There belief that the 
wave inflationary “optimism” will prove pre- 
mature and fall business, though inevitably high- 
er, will not meet current expectations, despite 
stepped-up government spending. 

But the salient factor counteracting ideas 
inflation that the purchasing agents expect 
price increases the great bulk industrial 
organic and inorganic chemicals the fourth 
quarter. 

the P.A.’s look for generally better business 
during the fourth quarter, then how was the third 
quarter? Previously, they had pretty well writ- 
ten off, due protracted vacation shutdowns 
among consumers. 

But what happened? One concedes that 
his organization had expected slump the 
third quarter—but actually turned out 
better than the first two quarters. 

Another chemical buyer reports that the de- 
cided improvement during the past thirty days 


expect continued gradual 
increase, with 1959 being about 
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has caused his company authorize substantial 
increase budget for the last six months 1958. 

This means, the buyer points out, about 
percent increase work done. result,” 
says, “we have had place more orders for 
greater money value.”

The fertilizer industry continues optimis- 
tic about the current fertilizer year (July 1958 
through June 30, 1959).

Business Prospects 


What does next year look like the P.A.’s? 
Despite the influence the Mideast crisis, their 
attitude toward 1959 generally the same that 
expressed midyear: steady and gradual busi- 
ness improvement. 

This the general feeling. Setting aside the 
predictions improved fourth-quarter business 
owing seasonal influences, there are still few 
diametrically opposed ideas how the balance 
this year and 1959 will shape up. 

The optimistic view expressed some buyers 
includes such comments as: “We expect 1959 
about percent over 1958,” “First half 
1959: Better than first half 1958.” 

The pessimistic side taken some P.A.’s, 
one whom points out that there should 
modest improvement the fourth quarter—but 
overselling the pickup could cause reaction later 
1958. 


Another buyer looks for seven-months’ sag 
next year, beginning January, and working 
down level par with the spring 1958. 

Most P.A.’s, however, hold that things will im- 
prove gradually. With wary eye the auto in- 
dustry—which they think will show improvement 
—they believe business will get better. 

Fertilizer producers look for business im- 
prove for fall delivery, and they expect better de- 
mand next spring. 

The drug industry, still relatively untrammeled 
the recession, displays varying ideas what 
the future will bring. 

Some purchasers expect the fourth quarter 
very good—but not good the last half 
1957 the first half 1958. Others feel that busi- 
ness will return first-half levels, following the 
normal summer lull. 

one P.A., the next year pharmaceuticals 
looks good, with continued general growth ex- 
pected. reasons that the next quarter’s busi- 
ness will benefit result druggists’ fall needs 
being felt. 

does lament, however, that the drug indus- 
try still being caught cost-price squeeze, 
with gross sales and profits the decline. 

Appraising the future pharmaceuticals, an- 
other drug buyer says that the outlook most 
favorable—with the exception polio vaccine. 

The last half, notes, will better than the 
first half, which showed unfavorably almost 
exclusively because the slack inquiry for Salk 
vaccine. 


Production and profits for the 


fourth quarter should better 
than for the third quarter, but 
not good the fourth quar- 
ter 1957. 


The petroleum industry sees very definite up- 
ward trend. There are several factors this rosy 
prediction: 

Shortages domestic crude oil. 

Except for Texas where the rate was raised 
for September, cutbacks state commissions 
allowable crude output. 

Possible tightening Mideast oil sup- 
plies. 

These influences already have had positive 
effect markets, oilmen believe. They predict 
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continued improvement through the rest 1958 
—and “near-normal” conditions around the sec- 
ond quarter 1959.

The petroleum industry operated good clip 
during most the summer satisfy gasoline 
needs. Stocks fuel oil went up. During the last 
quarter, things are expected held balance 
tightening crude oil supplies. 

The drug industry reached its seasonal low ebb 
during the hot summer months—but, generally, 
output expected climb during the fall and 
winter. Fertilizer producers intend step pro- 
duction for fall delivery, and boost output fur- 
ther the end the year for spring shipments.

Most typical 
comments are: “National and international con- 
ditions will not materially affect inventory lev- 
els,” or, “We have made change inventory 
policy view the Mideast situation.” 

International crisis aside, the P.A.’s are still fol- 
lowing the streamlined inventory policy. They are 
trying keep their supplies workable mini- 
mum. 

Chances are, there will continued efforts 
during the next three months lop reserves still 
further. one buyer puts it, concentrated ef- 
fort toward reduction inventories has had con- 
siderable effect. However, our inventories are 
still high.” 

Another P.A. pretty well sums for the in- 
dustry: “We believe the carrying low inven- 
tories the universal policy for the near future 
business this country.”

Brucine, papain and acacia gum are short 
supply, and result, consumers can only cover 
immediate needs. Long-term commodity pur- 
chases, such soybean-type feeds, are also 
close-to-the-vest basis. 

the other hand, buying most imported 
materials sixty-to-ninety-day basis, be- 
cause longer lead time required. 

Most P.A.’s believe that the trend toward order- 
ing ahead—combined with the move keep in- 
ventories low possible—is sure sign 
recovery. 


Items Short Supply 


The Mideast situation has resulted tight sup- 
plies such items nux vomica and gum acacia. 
Crude glycerine short and expected remain 
so. 

improvement the papain situation can 
foreseen. Good quality material scarce. Ship- 
ments arriving are low quality, more cases 
than not. 

Among the tight items reported previously are 
atropine and strychnine. Salts these materials 
will become even more scarce the weeks im- 
mediately ahead, according most buyers. 


Naphthenic acids, by-product the petroleum 
industry, are quite short because sources for the 
material are drying up. 

The need for dipentaerythritol alkyd and 
vinyl resins remains greater than the available 
supply. Urgent research for suitable replace- 
ment material has not yet been fruitful. 

Until the government completes its new helium 
plant, the supply available from current produc- 
tion sources will not enough. The heavy sea- 
sonal demand makes even tighter. One type 
urea, which there only one source, short. 

Until new sources are established for p-phenyl 
phenol and alcohol, relief the 
scarcity sight. 


Influencing Factors

Many botanical items available the Mideast 
will short supply due the uprising Iraq. 

Other items which could disrupted the 
crisis include quinine, quinidine, acacia gum. And 
while some P.A.’s don’t see immediate influence 
European chemicals, others believe that pos- 
sible tightening oil supplies there could have 
some effect European petrochemical producers’ 
ability compete the United States. 

One purchaser points out that war would un- 
questionably skyrocket demand for borax and 
boron products, used the high energy fuels pro- 
gram. Another notes that use boron for chemi- 
cal fuel programs could cause borax shortage 
the next few years.

Still another buyer believes that war would 
bring immediate allocation controls most 
chemicals—especially the solvents. There 
also some feeling that the entire line chemicals 
will tighten up, even though supplies are cur- 
rently long.

Aside from the possibilities war the Near 
East, purchasing agents are looking for other in- 
fluencing factors: 

Enactment the four-year extension the 
reciprocal trade act will have little effect—but 
chaotic condition, one P.A. believes, exists cus- 
toms appraisal various imported chemicals. De- 
lays and inconsistencies, says, hamper the im- 
port market. 

Peppermint oil producers are capitalizing 
wet season the United States order force 
prices from $3.75 $4.10 per pound—and some 
believe that prices near are expected. 

Tariff reductions will adversely affect the 
market for domestic drugs and chemicals. 

The trucking strike will cause high finished 
goods inventories, and reduce raw material inven- 
tories. 


Influence Imports 


Volume imported chemicals and drugs con- 
tinues high levels, and increasing number 
items, applying adverse pressure domesti- 
cally produced materials. 

Import items are offered prices well under 
domestic price schedules because they are manu- 
factured with cheap labor, and tariff rates are not 
sufficient make the difference between low 
foreign costs production and domestic prices. 

Buyers vary their attitude toward import 
purchases, ranging from those who stress that 
they won’t buy imports, those who buy heavily. 

The recent break the price domestic ben- 
zene attributed most buyers import in- 
fluence. Some buyers feel, opposed the vast 
majority, that continued high imports Mexican 
sulfur might depress prices the American ma- 
terial still further. 

the other hand, not everything available 
domestically. Many botanical items must im- 
ported. The tension the Mideast has somewhat 
disrupted commerce, and certain botanicals com- 
ing from that area will short supply. 

Foreign supplies hydrocortisone continue 
soften the domestic market. The sharp reduction 
recently potash was mainly induced the 
weakening effect material from East Germany 
and Poland. 

Cheap imports have had disrupting effect, and 
considerable extent still do, the domestic 
vitamin market, particularly such items as- 
corbic acid, riboflavin, thiamin salts, 
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acid. The effects foreign competition the 
vitamin field have been long duration and have 
resulted continuing series price reductions 
over the last few years. 

Buyers are accustomed seeing this happen 
that many them look for the downward parade 
continue.

Among items facing severe pressures from im- 
ports are iodine, menadione, zinc sulfate, sulfa 
drugs, sodium nitrate, potash, monochloroacetic 
acid, and many others. 


Prices and Markets 


Chemical buyers expect the balance the year 
one marked price stability.

What stops them? The P.A.’s feel supplies are 
too abundant and the competitive situation too 
keen permit such upward price adjustment for 
this year.

Ethyl Alcohol—-Practically all P.A.’s feel that 
current price structures pure and denatured 
alcohols will hold. Few buyers expect decline,

Sulfuric Acid—As over the past year, there are 
still about percent the buyers who look for 
price reductions sulfuric acid. This marginal 
feeling essentially based the current over- 
supply and production capacity situation. 

Some thinking may influenced the local 
competitive situation with its soft pricing the 
New York-Philadelphia metropolitan areas. 

However, for sound economic reasons which 
have been repeatedly set forth the trade press, 
some percent the buyers not even hope 
for change. 

Toluene With the recent price reduction 
toluene still fresh their minds, buyers feel that 
the new price level will hold for the balance 
the year. 

However, certain P.A.’s believe that the new 
price level beyond reason, and will eventually 
find its way back proper level somewhere 
about cents per gallon higher than the present 
price. 

Any sudden heavy government purchases 
could bring this about, they say, faster than most 
buyers realize.

German chemical exports have cut their 
swift pace walk. Shipments chemi- 
cals during the first quarter this year 
showed percent increase over those 
the same period 1957. This mere 
the percent year-to-year in- 
crease shown during the first quarter 
last year. 

relation the rest West German 
inaustry, well German exports 
general, the chemical industry has re- 
mained static also. According figures 
released the German Chemical Indus- 
try Association, chemical exports remained 
the same last year: percent total 
West German chemical sales and 
cent total exports. 

The decline the growth chemical 
exports attributed three factors: 


The slowing down economic ex- 
pansion the western world. 

Increased competition. 

Growing pressure prices. 

The four percent increase chemical 
exports resulted, the Association pointed 
out, exclusively from the successful de- 
velopment nitrogen fertilizer 
especially Egypt and communist China, 
which expanded percent, and from 
increases the export pharmaceuticals 
—23 percent, plastics—13 percent, and 
photochemicals—about percent.

For example, decline com- 
pared with the first quarter 1957 ap- 
peared for the first time exports in- 
dustrial chemicals, which fell 261 mil- 
lion German marks, while exports tar 
declined percent, and 
those synthetic and artificial fibers 
percent.
